family 8.55 cents over a three-year 
period recently studied by the Feder- 
eral 
Trade 
Commission,

ing 1.15 cents and the baker 5.11 cents 
of the amuont. 
In a table showing the distribution 
of 
the 
8.55 
cents 
paid out by the 
American householder for his pound 
loaf, the commission 
disclosed 
the 
miller received the 
smallest 
share 
0.41 cents, 
with 
the grocer 
getting 
1.28 cents, and the railroads and oth­ 
er handlers 0.60 cents. 
With nearly half the 
bread 
now 
consumed in the United States 
pro­ 
duced by commercial 
bakeries 
and 
with three companies controling about 
20 per cent of that output, the com­ 
mission found that competition was 
keen although price cutting wars ha«i 
resulted in price fixing agreements in 
some cities. 
Wholesale bread prices have shown 
a pronounced decline from 
the high 
levels of 1920, with prices following 
the trend of flour prices during that 
period, the commission found. 
It

observed 
"abundant 
potential competition” 
in the 
flour 
milling industry, but there were ‘fre­

efforts 
to 
limit 
production 
among millers by agreements

BAKER BEGINS ON NEW SO­ 
LUTION OF ROAD BONI) ROW 


Jefferson City, January 10.—A new 
effort to affect a compromise between 
the (State Highway Commission and 
the Automobile Club of Missouri over 
the amount and details of the 
new 
State road bond issue to be submitted 
to the voters next November, was un­ 
dertaken today at the instance of Gov. 
Baker and with the co-operation 
of 
the commission and the club. 
The controversy is to be taken from 
these two bodies and lodged with 
a 
special committee of six being chos­ 
en by the Governor and to be headed 
by him. 
It will meet at the 
Gover­ 
nor’s office as soon as possible 
and 
draft a bond 
proposal, 
which 
the 
commission and club will be asked to 
support. 
The Highway Commission late this 
afternoon after making public a foflm- 
al resolution approving the plan out­ 
lined by the Governor, to which 
the 
commission previously had agreed in 
a conference with the Governor early 
today. 
The commission gave assur­ 
ance it would support the plant adopt­ 
ed by the new committee. 
Baker’s action brought a halt, for 
the present at least 
to 
nearly 
four 
weeks of disagreement over the pro­ 
posed additional State road bond is­ 
sue and reopened the way to a com­ 
promise when negotiations paparent- 
ly had reached a deadlock. 
Details of the 
Governor’s 
confer­ 
ence 
with 
the 
commissioners this 
morning were not disclosed, but it is 
known that the Governor informed the 
commission 
in no uncertain 
terms 
that he wanted it to get together on a 
bond proposal that all factions could 
support. 
The commission had planned to pro- 
teed at once with its $60,(8)0,000 pro­ 
posal after 
failure 
of 
negotiations 
with the Automobile 
Club, 
but 
the 
$00,000,(88) plan went into the discard 
with the Governor** action. The com­ 
mission once more is in line for a com­ 
promise. 
Gov. Baker said he would not 
an­ 
nounce the appointment of the 
new 
committee for a day or two. 
Baker 
will lie chairman and C. I). Matthews, 
chairman of the commission, will rep­ 
resent that body, John Malang, direc­ 
tor of the Good Roads Bureau of the 
Automobile Club, probably will repre­ 
sent the club, as 
his 
selection 
was 
suggested to Baker by Roy A. 
Brit 
ton, president of the club. 
The other 
three members will be chosen by Bak­ 
er from

Adoption of this plan in effect will 
wipe out all of the negotiations

n new, with the benefit, however, of

porters called for today by 
Probate 
Judge Sam D. Hodgson of 
Clayton, 
president of the Ozark Trails Associ­ 
ation, to urge steps toward a compro­ 
mise was held in the Senate chamber, 
but its purpose had been accomplish­ 
ed before the conference began, thru 
the executive session in 
the

nor’s office, 
A brief meeting was held by

ami a resolution was adopted urging 
a $‘.K>,000,(8)0 bond issue,

morning, agreed to his

plan and bound themselves to abide 
by the committee’s 
findings.

tificatioon of this. 
Thereupon the Governor telephon­ 
ed to Roy F. Britton, 
president 
of 
the Automobile 
Club, 
in 
St. Louis. 
Britton told him 
that 
he could not 
bind the club because 
its board 
of 
governors last week had fixed mini­ 
mum requirements for any bond pro­ 
posal they would support, but 
that 
the club would be glad to be repre­ 
sented on the committee and hoped in 
this way to obtain an acceptable ar­ 
rangement. 
Britton explained that if the com­ 
mittee proposal did not meet the min­ 
imum requirements laid down by the 
club governors the club would not ac­ 
cept the compromise, unless the gov­ 
ernors changed their stand. 
After the failure last Thursday of 
an effort at compromise between 
the 
club and the commission, at a meet­

Gen. Robert E. l,ee.

m ilitary 
hero and leader of the 
South,

born fifteen m onths afte r his m other 
bad l»een laid to rest in her casket in

Heights.

was taken from the m ausoleum to the 
house, where she soon Recovered and 
lived to a ripe old age.

of the amuont. 
In a table showing the distribution 
of 
the 
8.55 
cents 
paid out by the 
American householder for his pound 
loaf, the commission 
disclosed 
the 
miller received the 
smallest 
share, 
9.41 cents, 
with 
the grocer 
getting 
1.28 cents, and the railroads and oth­ 
er handlers 0.60 cents. 
With nearly half the 
bread 
now- 
consumed in the United States 
pro­ 
duced by commercial 
bakeries 
ami 
with three companies controling about 
20 per cent of that output, the com­ 
mission found that competition was 
keen although price cutting wars hail 
resulted in price fixing agreements in 
some cities. 
Wholesale bread prices have shown 
a pronounced decline from 
the high 
levels of 1920, with prices following 
the trend of flour prices during that 
period, the commission found.

Jefferson City, January 10.—A new 
effort to affect a compromise between 
the *State Highway Commiasion and 
the Automobile Club of Missouri over

Baker’s action brought a halt, for 
the present at least

weeks of disagreement over the pro­ 
posed additional State road bond is­ 
sue and reopened the way to a com­ 
promise when negotiations paparent- 
ly had reached a deadlock.

seed of this past year will not be of 
high enough germination 
power 
to 
make it advisable for this. 
Consider­ 
able care should he exereied 
by the 
farmers in selecting their seed 
for 
the spring planting. It is unnecessary 
that they guess it to be good enough, 
hut they can have the 
seed 
tested 
without any charge through the office 
•if the County Extension Agent. 
It is urged that all 
farmers 
who 
have saved their seed or have bought 
seed of which they do not know 
the 
germination bring a small sample 
a 
handful will he sufficient, to the Coun­ 
ty Extension Agent’s office. 
It will 
require from two to three weeks 
to 
conduct a germinating test and 
the 
quicker samples are brought in, the 
quicker the test will lie compelled. To 
plant a poor seed means not only

loss of time, but a decreased yield of 
poor quality, which means also a loss 
of money.
